fell forward without a groan, rolled over into 
the gutter on his back, and was dead. Mc- 
Bride then sprang forward and fired four: bul- 
lets from a revolver into his fallen foe. The 
deed had been witnessed by a dozen or more 
of McBride’s friends. They gave a yell of de- 
light, and in a moment’s time atrowd of 
shotgun-policy Democrats were howling 
around the ‘corpse. -The -Sheriff and City 
Marshal both heard the shots and shouts, 
and surmising what had happened 
ost no time in getting to the scene of the bat- 
tle. No one seemed to notice the body further 
than,to give it a centemptuous kick. All 
were'too busy congratulating McBride, until 
two traveling salesmen who were at the hotel 
came out, and with the aid of a negro carried 
the body into the hotel. The landlady refused 
to allow it to be placed in the parlor or office, 
and the men bore it up to the dead man’s 
room on the second floor. The Sheriff and 
Marshal, in their earnest desire to do 
what was right according to the law, 
arrested McBride in due form and rushed him 
into the Mayor’s office across the street. The 
Mayor, with all the dignity of a man of his 
position, committed the prisoner to the care 
of the Sheriff, who shook hands with the prise 
oner and let him go free, 
The Hero of the Hour. 

That night McBride attended a Christmas 
ball, and was the hero of the occasion. The 
dead Postmaster’s mothcr, who is Postmis- 
tress at Winona, Miss., was notified of the 
death of her son, and the following morning 
the relatives - went to the town of 
the killing and took the body away. 
Not one of the citizens followed the remains 
to the depot, nor did they offer any assistance 
to the mourners. It was not deemed neces- 
sary for the Coroner’s jury to hold an inquest. 
It was only a Republican shot down by a good 
and true Democrat. The Coroner was noi 
prepared to sit. on dead Republicans and 
mules. 

Five days passed by. The dead Postmaster 
had been buried and another was serving in 
the office. The witnesses to the killing had 


iam T, Carpenter, who is also. vested with the 
power of a police magistrate, at the court- 
house, and testify in the case of the 
People vs. William S.. McBride, charged with 
murder. The witnesses were all on hand at 
the appointed time—that is, all the white wit- 
nesses, The negroes were not permitted to 
speak in the case. ._Had they been called they 
would not have dared to tellthetruth. Mayor 
Carpenter presided with due dignity until 
“ascore or more witnesses had been examined. 
The Stute’s witnesses Were, without excep- 
tion, warm admirers of the. murderous Arug- 
gist. The State hud no attorney while the de- 
fendant had two of the leading legal lights of 
the town. At the end of the examination 
Mayer Carpenter, with innumerable legal 
phrases and quotations, told the law- 
yers and public assembied that he would 
reserve his decision until Wednesday morn- 
ing, as he wished to consult several authori- 
ties. He did not want to make any error in 
the matter, The Shenff adjourned the court. 
Coming dawn from the bench the Mayor- 
Judge told the attorneys for the defense that 
the accused would. be acquitted, but 
warned him not to let the secret. out. 
But the attorney could not hold 
in. He secretly told the decision to half a 
dozen orso of McBgide’s friends, and when 
the hour for rendering the decision came half 
a dozen idlers, the Sheriff, the City Marshal, 
McBride, and a representative of Tur Trrs- 
UNE were the only persons in the court-room. 
Every one knew of the decision aad did not 
take interest enough to go to court to hear it. 

The Mayor-Judge was loaded for bear. His 
desk was piled afoot high with musty law 
books, to which he referred, one after another, 
with great dignity, to show why McBride had 
done right in killing the Postmaster. 
with his chair tilted i 
and chewed tobacco. His face wore the ex- 
pression of calm satisfaction and pride. He 
had killed his man and was the hero of the 
town. When the Mayor-Judge had given his 
opinion in legal form he delivered himself of 
a review of the case from a moral standpoint, 
and said he regretted the affair had happened. 

Holds a Reception. 

When the court was at length adjourned 
McBride walked over to the drug store, and 
was *‘ at home ”’ there to bis friends,who came 
in large numbers to congratulate him, while 
his boon companions exhibited several of the 
bullets which had been extracted from the 
body of the dead Postmaster as trophies of 
the event. 

Carrollton is a town of about 900 popula- 
| tion, 400 of whom are white. Itis one of the 
oldest settlements in the State. The town has 
been the scene of several battles. One, about 
four years ago, in which half a dozen or more 
negroes were shot down, is told with relish by 
some of the inhabitants. 

Since then the negroes have been complete- 
ly subdued and do the bidding of the whites. 
One old blagk manimy in fear and trembling 
told what her son had seen of, the 
killing of the Postmaster by McBride. 
She herself hadSheard the whites make threats 
against the Postmaster. ‘* They will tell you,” 
she said, “* that they all liked Mr. Matthews, 
but I say they didn’t; I know better. They 
wanted him out of the way long 
ago, and were only waiting a 
chance to kill him. My son saw the shooting 
and he told me that Mr. Matthews was carry- 
ing his gun under his arm and was walking 
with his head down when McBride shot him. 
Mr. Matthews was always: kind and obliging 
to the colored people and we all liked him.” 


CHICAGO PACKERS MEET IN ST. LOUIS. 


A Big Deal Supposed to Be Contemplated 
in the Missouri Town. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Dec. 31.—[Special. |—Last 
Saturday Messrs. Phil Armour, Swift, and 
Bowdell of Nelson Morris & Co. of Chicago 
and a representative of the Hammond Pack- 
ing company, Baltimore, met in St. Louis at 
the residence of Thomas J. Bigger, Armour’s 
St. Louis agent. All sorts of rumors are in 
erculation as a result of the conference. 
It is clamed by some that the meeting 
means the purchase of the National Yards 
in East St. Louis by ‘the Chicago Big Four 
and Hammond. By others that it means the 
removal of the Union Yards in St. Louis to 
‘the east side of the river and others that they 
contemplate establishing new stock-yards in 
the western part of the city. The persons 
here who should be fully posted in regard to 
the matter decline to talk either as to the ob- 
ject or the result of the conference.

HIGH TIMES ON CHANGE. 


SCENES WHICH ATTENDED THE CLOSE 
OF THE YEAR'S TRADING, 


Old 1890 Ushered Out to the Tune of “ An- 
nie Rooney” by a Brass Band Hired for 
the’ Occasion—A Greased Pig Is Let 
Loose, the Indiscreet Young Man Loses 
His Silk Hat, and It Is a “Go-as-You- 
Please.” 


There were never bigger or more enthusias- 
tic crowds in the galleries of the Board of 
Trade than yesterday when a military band 
marched across the floor, greeted by the wild 
yells of a few thousand traders, settling clerks, 
and messenger boys. In the matter of sky- 
larking the “boys” hadn’t had a chance to 
turn themselves loose for two years. 

The last day of 1889 was quietly passed. The 
year had not been a particularly profitable 
one to the majority of the members ‘and they 
did aot care to spend any more money for a 
blowout. In 1890 it was different. They had 
been prosperous, and when it was suggested 
that it would be a good thing to have a little 
celebration the response was liberal and will- 
ing. The result was that the Committee of 
Arrangements hired a brass band and bought 
some playtRings that were to be produced at 
the proper time. 

A rather widespread rumor to the effect that 
the board was going to enjoy itself after doing 
a little business in the morning drew an in- 
terested crowd to the roomy north gallery 
where more than a thousand sat and stood and 
craned their necks to see what was going on 
in the various pits. 

The Indiscreet Young Man. , 

It was strictly business from the opening 
till half-past 12, when an indiscreet young 
man with a shiny silk hat strolled into a knot 
of brokers. In less than five seconds the hat

was a wreck and the young man retired ina 
somewhat rumpled condition. As silk. hats 
were scarce the crowd seemed willing to use 
the first sort that came handy, and there was 
a lively quarter of an hour during. which 
nearly everyone on the floor suffered to a 
greater or less extent. The appearance of the 
band resulted in a temporary quieting of the 
crowd, which gave up hat-smashing to fall 
into line behind the musicians and march 
about the floor or dance wildly in a circle 
composed of cheering and applauding fellow- 
mem bers. 

When the strains of “‘ Annie Rooney ” died 
away some of the boys who had secured 
sample-bags of grain opened up a. fusil- 
lade upon the parts of the crowd that seemed 
thickest, ana for a time there was a hail of 
wheat; Gorn, and oats with an occasional 
bundle of hay of mammoth wad of paper. 
This was kept up as long as the ammunition 
lasted and then there was a rush for the tele- 
graph counters, the space inside of which 
had been cleared. An oblong box of ample 


dimensiong was pushed in, and the telegraph | 


messengers bagan to peel off their coats and 
vests. 

The cover of the box was raised and a 
healty young pig with back, sides, ana legs 
shining with greasesvas exposed to view. He 
was tipped out upon the floor and the boys 
backed off to give him achance to get his 
bearings and make astart. When he started 
it was seen that his hard little hoofs could get 
no hold on the floor and that he couldn’t get 
up any speed. This spoiled the event, which 
was expected to be a star feature of the morn- 
ing’s program. 

Not Respecters of Persons. 

The band, which had been bombarded with 
samples, was finally withdrawn to the south 
gallery and the members stood around and 
wondered what was coming next. They soon 
found out, some one having collected a lot of 
flour samples which were sent flying through 
the air to the consternation of every one in 
the path of the whitening shower. The bom- 


barders were no respecters of persons and’

were just as apt to catch one full in the face 
as anywhere else. Several suits of. clothes 
were ruined and then as the flour feature was 
getting to be a nuisance the directors chased 
ground and put a stop to it with threats of dis- 
cipline for disorderly conduct. 

Suddenly two big black footballs and three 
gaudy red ones were fired ovt into the middle 
of the crowd by the entertainment commit- 
tee. The fun that the greased pig might have 
afforded was discounted in ten seconds by the 
rushing, tearing mobs that raced about the 
hall struggling and wrestling for a chance at 
one or the other of the balls. Every success- 
ful kick was greeted with wild cheers, and the 
scrimmages that attended the cornering of 
the ball possessed all the attractions of a Don- 
nybrook Fair. Now and then some’ of the 
bounding globes were kicked into the gallery 
—an incident always attended by a chorus 
feminine shrieks and cheers from the fell 
on the floor. 

“Go-as-You- Please.” 

As the excitement of the players increased 
there was a demand for more balls, and when 
these were not forthcoming they were impro- 
vised from hats or baskets or anything else 
that was movable and could be lifted by a vig- 
orous kick. For three-quarters of an hour the 
fun raged, and then the board police opened 
the big windows. It wasn’t long before all of 
the balls were kicked out into the street and 
the performance came to a close, the band 
playing “ Auld Lang Syne.” 

The settling clerks took up the frolic in their 
room on the main floor, but were a little more 
boisterous. To the hat-smashing feature of 
the performance they added cannon- 
crackers, rar on all sides and 
with. a reckless disregard of eyes or clothing. 
vey put in the better part of the afternoon 
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that way, and only let up wher-they had run 
out of ammunition or were forced to stop from 
sheer physical exhaustion.

WRECKED ON THE COAST OF VANCOUVER. 


The American Schooner Dare Dashed to 
Pieces—The Orew Saved.

Dare reached here today, being 
brougit by coast Indians in‘their canoes.. The 
Dare left San Francised for Tacoma Dec. 8.

M. Schumacher 

and Mr. and Mrs. dames F. Wood- 

worth. His end owas peaceful and 
painless and death came to him as a sleep. 

The funeral services will be held at the resi- 
dence tomorrow. The Rev. Mr: Shields will 
officiate. The remains will be taken to Mo- 
hawk, N. Y., for burial, accompanied by Mr. 
Schumacher. 

Francis .E. Spinner was born at Mohawk, 
German Flats, N. Y., in January, 1802. His 
father was a German clergyman. While still 
young he served an ‘apprenticeship at both 
harness and candy making, and when 22 opened 
a general store at Herkimer, N, ¥, Five years 
later he was appointed Sheriff of Herkimer 
County, and was also made Major-General 
of the Third Division of Artillery. In 1838 he 
was appointed one of the Commissioners for 
the building of the lunatic asylum at Utica 
and soon thereafter became cashier: of the 
Mohawk Valley Bank, with which institution 
he was connected for twenty years, part of the 
time as President.. In 1845 Mr. Spinner was 
appointed Auditor and Deputy Naval Officer 
of the Port of New York. 

In 1855 he was elected to the Thirty-fourth 
Congress asan anti-slavery Democrat. He 
joined the Republican party not long after its 
birth, and: was returned to the Thirty-fifth 
and Thirty-sixth Congresses by increased ma- 
jorities. Gen. Spinner exhibited such ex- 
traordinary qualifications that 
er his Congressional i term* expired 
in March, 1861, #£=FPresident Lincoln 
appointed him Treasurer of the United States. 
So well did he fulfill the duties devolving 
upon him that Presidents Johnsom and Grant 
successively reappointed him. After devoting 
himself to the office for fourteen years, and 
establishing, a record which surpassed that of 
any of his. predecessors, Gen, Spinner re- 
signed July 1, 1875, and retired to private life, 

‘It.was in “March, 1861, at the close of the 
ldst session of this Thirty-sixth Congress that 
Mr. Chase, who had just assumed the duties 
of Secretary of the Treasury, invited Gen. 
Spianer to take the office of Treasurer of the 
United States. 

He was confirmed the 22d of March, 1861, ‘and 
entered immediately upon the duties of his 
office. With what. fidelity, executive ability, 
and self-denying devotion those arduous du- 
ties were fulfilled the country knows—or, 
rather, it does not know. 

Through the years of the war Gen. Spinner 
never left his post for a single day. . Often for 
many days and nights together he did not 
leave the Treasury Building, throwing himself 
down: for actually needed repose when his 
pressing duties would allow oon a 
lounge in. a littl room back of 
his office. When placed in charge of 
the Treasury he found a force of twenty em- 
ployés, and for months the immense pressure 
of business flung upon the office in 1861 was 
carried on by that little band before Congress 
authorized its increase. In his report dated 
Dec. 2, 1861, Gen. Spinner closes 
with the single significant sefitence: 
“And the further fact that. this 
immense business has been conducted by the 
ordinary force of the office with accuracy, 
promptness, and dispatch, and to the entire 

atisfaction of all persons having business 
withthe office, makes it unnecessary to say 
that all pérsans now employed have done their 
duty, and that sOme have labored beyond the 
endurance of most men,” 

Of no one was the statetrent_made in’ that 
last clause more true than of the Treasurer 
himself. With the enormous incrgase of busi- 
ness in the. Treasury the forde had to be 
greatly increased. In one yegf 350 workers 
were found inadequate. Bufevery increase of 
business and responsibilj’y found the Treas- 
urer prepared to meet it/While year after year 
giving his subordinatgé full credit for faithful 
work, he called upop’Congress to do them the 
justice of payingAsalaries sufficient for com- 
fortable mainteryance to retain the most effi- 
cient service fof the National finances. * 

In private fe Gen. Spinner was one of the 
most genergfs and faithful of friends and the 
most charyfling of companions. After laying 
down his #fficial burden he returned to Mo- 
hawk, which had since continued to be his 
residenge, though on account of his trouble- 
some and at last fatal malady he had during 
several years past spent a large portion of the 
time in the miider climate of Florida. 

It was Gen. Spinner who first brought 
about the employment of women in the 
various departments of the Government. 
It was during. the latter period of the 
war when hundreds of deserving women, 
widows, sisters, or mothers of soldiers, were 
forced to find a means of support. They 
came to Washington in large numbers, and 
the gr-nt vblem was how to provide for 
them 5 ba 
Gen. spinner suggested that much of the 
clerical work of the departments could be ‘une 
by woimen as well as by men. Places were 
found fdr a few in the Treasury Department. 
They did so well that posifions soon were 
found for them ir. other branches of the Gov- 
ernment. Gen. Spinner always took great 
pride in his suggestion which opened up a 
genteel employment for women. As a pub- 
lie official Gen. Spinner was somewhat bump- 
tious. He had his own opinions and his stub- 
bornness in insisting on them often brought 
him into conflict with his official superiors. 
He was especially known for his advocacy of 
unlimited greenbacks. 

June 22, 1826, Gen. Spinner was married to 
Miss Caroline Coswell, daughter of Warren 
Coswell of Herkimer, N. ¥., by whom he had 
three children, Mrs. Daniel S. Clark of Mo- 
hawk, N. Y., Mrs. F. B. Harvey of Buffalo, 
both deceased, and Mrs. J. M. Schumacher 
of this city.

STORMS PARALYZE TELEGRAPH WIRES. 


Serious Interference with Electric Com- 
munications—A Western Blizzard. 

CrxetysAtt, .0., Dec. 31.—Nearly the entire 
telegraph system of the United States was in 
a comatose state tonight. Throughout the 
West and South a gigantic wet blanket of 
mist, hundreds of miles in extent,-almost 
stifled every throb of electricity, and the wires 
st from city to city were literally sod- 
den and lifeless. To the east a blizzard was 
overturning poles and snapping the metal 
cords holding far-separated communities 
together. From the Far NorthWest and in the 
Indian country comes the news that a blizzard 
is pushitg eastward to add to the already 
complicated condition. Scores of telegraph 
operators sat helplessly at their tables in this 
city ing for a chance click of their 
sounders or fingering mechanically the adjust- 
ments of their relays. Chief operators and 
managers were in despair. According to the 
oldest veterans such a widespread condition 
of paralysis is unprecedented since the inven- 
tion of the telegraph. Stoppage of all electric 
communication was first noticed south of 
Louisville, and yesterday the trouble had 
grown to such proportions that the usual make | 
up of lengthy press circuits had been com- 
pletely ababdoned, and a curious patchwork 
of roundabout routes substituted for the niore 
important telegraphic traffic. Last night the 
country west.and northwest of Chicago began 
to be affected, and serious interruptions were 
frequent. ‘Today the East was drawn itto the 
gereral vortex of demoralization, and tonight 
the situation has grown so desperate that an 
Associated Press trunk line usually working 
in continuous circuit from Washington and 
New York to St. Paul and Minneapolis, taking 
in ail important intermediate cities, had been 
cut into short lengths scarcely a sixth of the 
usual distance and extra operators provided at 
each sub-terminus without producing any ap- 
preciable benefit. 

San. Francisco, Cal., Dec. 31.—A light rain 
and snow fell during last night in Nevada and 
Arizona. “The ‘snowfall varied in Western 
Nevada from three to ten inches. Snow also 
fell in the Tehachapi Mountains and the 
mountainous districts of Easterm California.

There is no room left for doubt that Chi- 
cago is entitled to. rank among the metropoli- 
tan cities of the world after yesterday's fog.

The gas street-lamps served 
only to make darkness visible. The electric 
lights alone saved the streets from total 
gloom, but even they were no brighter 
than gaslights in ordinary weather. The Gas 
Trust looked for a rise in its stocks as the 
meters in down-town offices began to register 
2,000 revolutions per minute.

New York, Dec. 31.—[Special.J—J. S.

ae A neighbor came in. Sad my husband went 
out after some more beer. I set out three 
glasses and in my glass I dropped the mor- 
phine. John returned and poured out the 
beer. I paid no attention to him and he 

icked up my glass and drank the contents. 
n a moment or so I turned around and saw 
immediately what he had done. 

**Q, John!’ I exclaimed, ‘ he have drank 
out of the glass in which I had placed ten 
grains of morphine.’ He put his arms around 
me and said, ‘Don’t you worry about me, 
dear; that much morphine won’t hurt a fellow 
-who has drank as much liquor as I have.’ 

“Intwo or three minutes he became un- 
steady and I ran for a doctor, and he came at 
once. He did not-offer to use a stomach-pump 
on my husband, but simply said that he would 
be all right. John got worse and died about 
half-past 6.” — 

From the evidence in the hands of the police 
it would appear that her statement 1s correct, 
but Capt. Hayes thought the circum- 
stances warranted him in. holding her. 
Whitmore was formerly employed by the 
Onondaga : Dock company, No. 50 South 
Water street, as bookkeeper, and by the Con- 
tinental Life-Insurance company.

the trade and commerce of Chicago for the 
year 1890, The results presented in the report 
fully justify the expectations of those who 
thought the city would roll up another big in- 
‘crease in the record. They are all the more 4 
mark of decided advancement in commercial 
activity as they do uot include the business in 
real estate, which was wonderfully stimulated 
by the World’s Fair movement. A part of the 
increase over the totals for 1889 is due to the 
rise in prices which marked most departments 
in welcome contrast to the previous depres- 
sion of selling values to nearly starvation fig- 
ures for the producer. That general change, 
with its causes, constitutes the most promi- 
| nent part of the record. -. 

The farm crops of the United States in 1889 
were by far the largest ever gathered, with the 
single exception that its yield of wheat was 
slightly exceeded in 1882 and 1884. The outturn 
of corn and oats was especially abundant, and 
the consequence was a break to 2944 and 17% 
cents per bushel while the more pressing por- 
tion of the surplus in both was being got rid of 
by first holders. Oicher cereals were weak in 
sympathy, and no important reaction was ex- 
perienced till the winter season was over. That 
was the second very mild one, and ea..y in the 
spring fears began to be entertained that the 
growth of the wheat plant had been too lux- 
uriant to be healthy. A change in the policy 
of the Board of Trade nine months 
ago by cutting off the material which 
had up to that time enabled the -bucket-shops 
to exercise a powerful bear influence made it 
comparatively easy to cause an important rise 
in prices, which extended to the other cereals. 
Before midsummer 1t became evident that 
they also would yield. less than the previous 
year, and the resulting excitement carried up 
quotations still further. This movement and 
an advance in speculative properties were fos- 
tered by the agitation for a large increase in 
the volume of the circulation by an extended 
coinage of silver and otherwise, while general 
trade was stimulated by the prospect that the 
passage of the McKinley bill would bring round 
an equally marked change in the values of mer- 
chandise. The consequence was an enormous 
amount of busitiess in city and country, and 
the former was much increased by the activ- 
ity of commercial preparations for taking ad- 
vantage of the location of.the World’s Fair. 
That not only stimulated the purchase of real 
estate, with a corresponding enhancement of 
selling value, but caused the erection of far 
more buildings than ever before, necessitating 
a bigger manufacturing output of supplies for 
the work and for consumption by the added 
force of mechanics and laborers. The Novem- 
ber election showed that there was not a popu- 
lar approval of all the measures that had been 
passed and formulated for the supposed im- 
provement of business, and then there was a 
partial relapse, though probably it would 


have been insignificant in extent but 
for the English overinvestments in Ar- 
gentina and elsewhere, which culmi- 


nated in an assignmenteby the Barings, 
and caused the foreign throwing of some $25,- 
000,000 of American securities on the market 
in Wall street. The financial stringency 
thereby induced was increased by an exten- 
sive locking up of gold and gold certificates 
by people in this country who feared that a 
free coinage of silver would soon place the 
former at asmart premium. A sharp shrink- 
age in stocks, the failure of several banks and 
other firms which had been doing business @n 
a weak foundation, and a sympathetic decline 
in produce were the natural outcome of these 
conditions, but on the whole the trouble was 
littie other than a “rich man’s panic.’’ The 
capital lost was mostly of the surplus order, 
and neither manufacturing nor mercantile 
business suffered badly by it. 

The produce movement of the year is a re- 
flex of crop conditions. Smaller receipts 
from.the produce of the latest harvest are, 
however, compensated by the larger volume 
from the one preceding, excépt in wheat, the 
falling off in which was great, being 30 per 
cent from the volume of 1889, but our receipts 
for that year exceeded those of 1888 by nearly 
40 per cent, owing to special causes. Hence 
the 1890 decrease is but a small one from the 
average. We have received more flour, and 
about 100,000 barrels of the augmented supply 
may be credited to greater activity in the 
shipping movement, the rest going to feed a 
wider local consumption. The reveipts of 
hogs and cattle were largely in excess 
of the totals, for 1889, and the packing 
of ‘the city exhibits a corresponding 
increase, while the product of those animals 
has come here in_big volume from other pack- 
ing points further West, a larger movement

Other lines of manufacturing industry show 
a good increase. The discouragement of rail- 
road building only prevents the output of iron 
and steel from being a much larger one, The 
metal is now being ‘used for a vast variety of 
purposes scarcely dreamed of a few years 
ago, and its employment in the construction 


make a perceptible difference in the demand 
for lumber. That material has been received 
in somewhat smaller quantity, and the con- 
sumption of coal has dragged because of the 
high temperature of last winter, while the 
present season is so far a mild one. The 
wholesale business has been a_ satis- 
factory one throughout, the partial ex- 
ceptions being in the lines where heavy cloth- 

ing, furs, stoves, and other accompaniments 
of intensely cold weather form the staples. 
Yet even these things have been in better de- 
mand than might have been expected, the 
country behind us being generally prosperous. 
The speculative departments of business took 
on a new lease of life with the establishment 

of conditions above noted. The stocks and 
bonds of local corporations were dealt in 

more actively than ever, but suffered from 

the difficulty of borrowing moncy to carry 
them inthe last two months.. The buying 
and selling of produce on the Board of Trade 
were wonderfully increased, first by the drop- 
ping out of quotations and afterwards by the 
changes in the crop outlook. Chicago 
speculators sent much. less money to 
Wall _ street,. though a few of the 
larger sort dropped big sums in the 
November whirl. Their trading in stocks was 
perhaps about equal to that of the previous 
year, but they did far less m trusts, which in 
1889 had been the favorite form of quasi in- 
vestment. Trust certificates are now regarded 
with an unfriendly eye, but business-men seem 
more and more inclined to favor the central 
idea of the trust plan of combination for the 
purpose of reducing expenses and competition. 
The feature has been adopted by some of the 
English investors in American properties, and 
the manufacturers of agricultural machinery 
tollowed the lead at a recent convention in this 
city. It has yet to be seen if the same plan of 
action can be formulated on a more gigantic 
scale for the management of the railroads. 

The total trade of the year, as measured on 
the plan heretofore adopted, aggregates 
$1,380,000,000, being an increase of 17 per 
cent in value. Roughly estimated, the quan- 
tity of material handied was fully equal to 10 
per cent greater than in 1888, the average fail- 
ing below that figure in breadstuffs and above 
it in live stock, while there Was comparatively 
little difference between the ratios of bulk and 
value outside of the cereals and flour. The 
total represents the first selling value of all 
the movable property that arrived in the city 
during the year, except the precious metals, 
and the additional value which some of them 
acquired by being passed through manufact- 
uring processes. The total does not include 
any second or subsequent handling, wheth- 

er at wholesale, speculatively, or at 
retail, except in the few cases where the dis- 
tinction could not well be made; and such 
duplications, with the overlapping of manu- 
facturing with wholesale «business, have been 
allowed for in the total, which does not include 
the transfers of real estate or the sales of 
stocks and bonds. For these reasons the 
above noted total only forms about 36 per 
cent of the aggregate bank clearings, which 
some people think should be taken as a meas- 
ure of the volume of trade. 

There is reason to expect that the coming 
year will be a prosperous one in spite of the 
fact that the last two months witnessed a 
semi-panic in speculative operations and the 
resulting stringency was partly ‘reflected 
into business circles. The process has really 
been one of purification, and the ac- 
companying wiping out of inflation in selling 
values has left the situation a healthy - one. 
The country is well supplied with money, the 
smaller crop yield having been compensated 
for by the fact of much higher prices for the 
reduced quantities the farmer has had to sell, 
and this argues an active mercantile trade for 
the near future. The railroads will have less 
produce to carry to market between this and 
next harvest, but probably will be able to 
earn more per ton because of less competition 
among themselves and also some cutting down 
in expenses. Also, there may be a fewer num- 
ber of miles of new track laid in the next 
twelve months than in any one of several 
years past. This will tend to make some lines 
of business relatively dull, but, as a whole, the 
prospect is a cheering one, the greatest danger 
being from unwise legislation this winter. 


THE OLD YEAR AT HOME. 

Elsewhere in this issue will be found a de- 
tailed statistical record of the crimes, cxecu- 
tions and lynchings, casualties on land and 
sea, the outcome of battle and disease, de- 
s‘ruction by fires, railroad and marine dis- 
asters, and the necrology of the old year. To 
complete the record it is necessary to present 
* running sketch of events and notable oc- 
currences during the year at home. So far 
as the relations of the country towards foreign 
Powers are concerned it has been a quiet year, 
notwithstanding no settlement has been made 
of the contention with Great Britain in the 
Behring Sea matter. The crops have been 
good, the National resources have been de- 
veloped steadily, the public health has been 
excellent. There has been satisfactory 
pr also in the arts, education, and re- 
ligion. -In the latter direction, indeed, a re- 
markable step forward has been made in the 
proposed radical revision of the Westminster 
Confession and in the new movement which 
is now in its initial stages for spreading Chris- 
tianity among the poorer classes. 

The legislative history of the country is in- 
teresting. The principal bills matured in the 
fiffty-first Congress were the Disability Pen- 
sion act; the law for the purchase of silver 
bullion and the issue of Treasury notes there- 
on; the McKinley Tariff bill; the Anti-Drust 
law; the Original Package act; the World’s 
Fair bill; the Meat-Inspection law; the Agri- 
cultural College Aid law; the Customs Ad- 
ministration law; the admission of Idaho and 
the Land- 
Grant Forfeiture bill; the bill recommended 
by the International Maritime Conference to 
prevent collisions at sea; the provisions in thé 
Naval Appropriation bill to add three line-of- 
battle Ships, one cruiser, and two torpedo 
boats to the navy; the law creating Oklahoma 
a Territory; the act extending cciminal juris- 
diction to the Great Lakes and connecting. 
waters ; the census legislation; the Contagious 
Diseases act; the Portage Lake, Hennepin 
Canal, and Galveston deepwater projects; the 
establishment of National parks; the Army 
Lineal Promotion act; and the extradition 
treaty with Great Britain and the Samoan 
treaty, which insures autonomy to Samoa and 
protects the interefts of American commerce 
in the South Seas. 

The political history of the year is summed 
up in the November election, at which, 
through popular discontent with McKinleyism 
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Emery Smith, } ini r to Russia; Gen. Miles 

to succeed G sa. Chote; dackesed and Judge 
Henry B. Brown of Detroit to succeed Justice 
Miller, deceased, in the Supreme Court. The 
fur seal contention with Great Britain has 
reached a standstill for the present, as this 
Government cannot accept the proffer of 
arbitration made by Lord Salisbury without 
surrendering vital principles relating to the 
proprietorship of Behring Sea. Among the 
important measures still pending 1n Congress 
are the National Bankruptcy bill, the Shipping 
and Subsidy bills, the pernicious International 
Copyright bill, and the “force” bill, which 
cannot be enforced where it will do any good. 

The World’s Fair legislation has been ma- 
tured during the year. The 24th of February 
the House designated Chicago as its locality 
by a vote of 157 for Chicago, 107 for New 
York, 25 for St. Louis, and i8 for Washington, 
ang the Fair bill passed that body the 25th of 
March. The bill passed the Senate the 21st of 
April. The work of organization has pro- 
gressed steadily, the site has been selected, and 
the money raised, and the 24th of December 
the President issued his proclamation ‘to the. 
world. 

The Pan-American Congress, which closed 
its session in April last and was purely advis- 
ory in character, prepared the way for closer 
relations between all the American Republics, 
as well as for the wise and practical measure 
of reciprocity urged by Secretary Blaine. The 
Nicaragua Canal scheme is well under way 
and the first annual report shows that all the 
surveys are) completed and that gratifying 
progress has been made both in railroad ex- 
tension and/in deepening the harbor at Grey- 
town, The census has been completed during 
the year and fixes the population of the coun- 
try at about sixty-two and a half millions. 
Though there were discrepancies here and there 
in the count it has given satisfaction in the 
main and is probably as accurate as it is pos- 
sible to make in the.case of such an extensive 
enumeration. 

The only disturbing elements to the general 
quiet enjoyed by the country were the great 
spring fivods on the Lower Mississippi, which 
entailed a loss to farming interests of over 
$30,000,000; the strike of the Knights of La- 
bor on the New York Central railroad, which 
was prolonged for some timé, but ended at 
last in their complete defeat; and the Indian 
troubles, growing partially out of the ghost- 
dance delusion, which are still pending. The 
situation at present is a dangerous one, and 
there has been considerable loss of life owing 
to Indian treachery, but as Gen. Miles is now 
on the ground it is to be hoped that the In- 
dians may be disarmed and replaced on the 
reservations and all further trouble obviated 
by better treafment of them in the future and 
a more enlightened policy in the methods of 
their civilization. The final disturbing ele- 
ment of McKinleyism, it may be counted upon 
safely, the people themselves will regulate in 
good time, 


THE OLD YEAR ABROAD, 
The old year has not been a very eventful 


Irish question at thé fore, it being mainly oc- 
cupied with the case of Parnell against the 
London Times, the flight and suicide of the 
forger Pigott, and the sensational charges 
made against Parnell by O’Shea. In February 
.of last year the Times compromised the libel 
suit by paying Parnell $25,000, but it was ap- 
parent all the same that his strength as a 
leader was declining. The blow fell in No- 
vember, when the O’Shea divorce case was 
opened and Parnell made no defense. Mr. 
Gladstone promptly asked for his retirement, 
but Parnell issued a manifesto. attacking 
Gladstone and Morley and appealing to the 
Irish party to make an independent stand. 
After a long and excited discussion. however, 
the Irish party through the action of a majori- 
ty of its members deposed Parnell from the 
leadership and elected Justin McCarthy, and 
in the 1ecent election at Kilkenny, where the 
issue was squarely made, Parnell was heavily 
defeated. He is still trying to effect some 
compromise with his old lieutenants, but it 
may be affirmed safely that his prestige as a 
leader is lost, and that the Irish home-rule 
cause will not prosper until his connection 
with it is completely severed. 

The French Republic has had a prosperous 
year. Boulangism is wiped out completely, 
but there has been some trouble among the 
Orleanist pretenders. In February the 
Comte de Paris abdicated all pretensions to 
the throne in favor of his son, the Count 
d’Orleans, who rashly entered the Capital 
only to find himself arrested uuder the Expul- 
sion act. He was sentenced to two years’ im- 
prisonment, but in June last was released and 
sent across the frontier. In March the Min- 
istry resigned, having been defeated on a 
motion of confidence in the matter of a com- 
mercial treaty with Turkey, and M. de Frey- 
cinet formed'a new Cabinet. 

In Gérmany also the year has been a quiet 
one. In the February elections to the Reichs- 
tag there were Government losses and Social- 
istic gains. March was an eventful month. 
The Labor Congress met at Berlin. On the 
18th Count Bismarck resigned and on the fol- 
lowing,ilay Gen. von Caprivi was appointed 
his successor, The Emperor has made some 
liberal propositions in social and labor mat- 
ters, which have the interests of the people at 
heart, and he has also strengthened the for- 
eign relations of Germany by the extension 
ot the triple alliance to 1897. The 
principal event of interest in the Nether- 
lands has been the death of the 
aged monarch, William III. of Holland, 
by which Queen Emma becomes Regent, pend- 
ing the accession of the -Princess Wilhelmina, 
and the Duchy of Luxemburg reverts to the 
Duke of Nassau, with the prospect that Ger- 
man influences will dominate it. In Belgium 
the chronic dissatisfaction among the working 
classes at last has induced the Chamber of 
Deputies to consider the necessity of intro- 
ducing immediate general suffrage by a 
change in its Constitution. Spain has just 
tried its first experiments with universal suf- 
frage in the provincial councils and next 
mouth will repeat it in the elections to the new 
Cortes. Republicanism is still strong and 
growing in Spain and it is increasing in Portu- 
gal, owing to the dissatisfaction of the people 
with the subserviency of the King to the En- 
glish in the settlement of Portugal’s African 
claims. In. little Switzerland there has been 
an insurrection in the Canton of Ticino, owing 


' to the troubles between the Radicals and the 


Ultramontanes, but it has been put down and 
order reigns again. The experiences of Russia 
may be summed up in no less than five con- 
spiracies against the life of the Czar ami in a 
fresh display of Semitic hatred which has 
called out protests the world over. In Italy 
the recent general elections resulted in the de- 
feat of the Radicals, who were dissatisfied with 
Sig. Crisp: for his attitude towards Austria, 
and the restoration of the Premier to his 
power. 

There is little to note in Asia, Japan has 
entered quietly upon constitutional govern- 
ment and a Parliament has been elected. 
China has put down the Formosan rebellion, 
conquered the island, and has met with its 
annual and terrible loss of life by tne over- 
flow of the Yellow River and consequent fam- 
ine. A revolt at Cabul against the Ameer has 
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vigorously for the interests of Germany. 

Upon this continent the most #triking events 
have been the growth of the annexation senti- 
ment in Canada and of the desire for unrestrict- 
ed trade with this country, the suppression of 
revolutions in Buenos Ayres, Peru, and the Ar- 
gentine Republic, the peaceful growth of the 
new Brazilian Republic and its recognition 
by our own, the long struggle between Guate- 
mala and San Salvador, which resulted in the 
latter’s favor and the election of Gen. Ezeta 
as President, and a brief revolution in Hondu- 
ras which ended in the death of the insurgent 
leader, Gen. Sanchez. 


THE CREGIER MENACE. 

Mayor Cregier, notwithstanding that he is 
reported to be in feeble health, is announced 
as a candidate for a second term as Mayor, 
He will insist on a renominatiqn by the party 
convention, and has the power to enforce his 
demands in that respect. The gamblers, the 
contractors, the divekeepers, the confidence 
men, the office-pensioners, and the patronage 
brokers will subscribe a sufficient fund to pay 
the expenses of carrying the primaries. The 
recent decision of the Supreme Court in ref- 
erence to certain features of the primary 
election law renders that statute’ a dead letter 
so far as Democratic primaries are concerned. 
Hereafter those affairs will be conducted on 
the free-for-all plan. The police force can 
control them for Cregier next spring. Carter 
H. Harrison, who has been spoken of as 
Cregier’s competitor for the Democratic nom- 
ination, will have no chance:at the primaries 
with the forces at Cregier’s command arrayed 
against him. : 

When Mr. Cregier is nominated nothing 

will be left undone to secure his election. The 
protected gamblers will spend money for him 
like water, the police force will be turned into 
an electioneering bulldozing agency, the 
naturalization bureau will be worked under a 
quadrupled head of steam. Cregier and his 
underlings know quite well that he has for- 
feited the support of thoughtful Democrats 
and of business-men and good citizens of 
all parties. The loss caused by their 
defection from him is to be _ supplied 
from the hordes from Continental Europe im- 
ported into this city during the last two or 
three years. They will be given citizens’ 
papers without much scrutiny. They will be 
coddled by the Democratic bosses. They will 
get occasional jobs. Joe Gruenhut, a City- 
Hall functionary, is to be placed in charge of 
the naturalization bureau because of his poly- 
glot qualifications, and he contracts to add 
20,000 to the number of illiterate voters who 
are to be delivered by the foreign bosses to 
the Democratic bosses for a consideration. 
There.is ne concealment as to the plans of 
the Cregier henchmen. ‘They boldly pro- 
claim their purpose to override the wishes and 
the votes of the taxpayers and house-owners 
in order to maintain municipal government 
in the interest of the tax-devou 

How do the good people of Chicago—those 
who have a pride in the city, those who are 
interested in its greatness and growth, those 
who desire good government, those who are 
not wholly lost to patriotic feelings and who 
are not carried away by selfish interests—how 
do those people like the New Year’s mu- 
nicipal prospects? Are they prepared for 
another term of Cregier, with his broken 
promises, his unfulfilled pledges, his do- 
nothing policy, his demoralized and cor- 
rupted administration, his ridiculous posings? 
‘Do they want their taxes further increased to 
support more taxeaters, ordo they want the 
grip of the gamblers fastened on Chicago 
until it will be impossible -to loosen it? If 
they do not they will begin to organize in 
time, so that they may learn to put an end to 
factions, to suppress jealousies, and unite for 
the overthrow of himself and his gang. It 
will be no easy matter to doit. It will re- 
quire the best efforts of the best men in Chi- 
cago and the wisest counsels. The Cregier 
gang is unscrupulous. A strong organization 
is needed to checkmate its projects, especially

UNDER WHICH BANNER? 

The question whether or not Mr. Smith 
Weed is a protectionist, and, if such, whether 
he is so pronounced in that direction as to 
disqualify him as a Democratic candidate for 
the Senate, is discussed at some length by the 
Buffalo Courier. The facts in the case are 
about as follows: Mr. Weed, who is inter- 
ested in iron mines in Clinton County, sent a 
telegram to McKinley when the iron schedule 
of the tariff was under consideration by the 
Committee of Ways and Means, asking that 
the duty on iron ore be left.unchanged. It 
appears that his request was granted, 

Prior to 1883 imports of iron ore were not 
taxed specifically. They were subject to a 
duty of 20 percent ad valorem jn the cate- 
gory of “‘crude mineral substances not other- 
wise provided for.’”’ Iron ore had received no 
particular attention because up to that time 
little or none was imported. But when the 
Bessemer process was introduced.it was found 
advantagevus to import certain ores from 
Spain and Africa because they were “low in 
phosphorus.”’ In 1882it was testified before 
the Tariff Commussion that the 20 per cent 
was equal to fifty cents per ton to the manu- 
facturer, while Appraiser McMullen stated 
that it was equal to forty cents per ton 
on all the ‘importations at the New 
York Custom-House. The Commission placed 
the duty at fifty cents per ton, and this rate 
was voted for in 1883 both by the House and 
the Senate. Yet when the bill had passed it 
was found that the rate had been advanced 
to seventy-five cents. This was a barefaced 
swindle imposed upon Congress and the coun- 
try by a conference committee after both 
Houses had voted for the lower rate. Senator 
Aldrich acknowledged ina debate during the 
last session of Congress that the change was 
made at the instance of Senator “ Billy’’ Ma- 
hone of Virginia. It was done at his private 
solicitation, not on his motion, because mo- 
tions by Senators have to be made in open 
session and voted upon understandingly. The 
duty on albumenized paper was raised in the 
McKinley bill from 15 per cent to 35 per cent 
in the same tricky way. 

It is not in evidence that Mr. Smith was an 
active party in the substitution, but the Cow- 
rier classes him with those who were working 
for an increased duty on iron ore seven years 
ago, and it is understood he has reaped the 
benefit of the cheat. When the Mills bill was 
reported to the House in 1888 the duty on iron 
ore was left unchanged at seventy-five cents 
per ton, and in this fact Weed finds justifica- 
tion for his telegram to McKinley. If it was 
right for him and his Democratic colleagues 
in Congress to sanction the increased tax pre- 
viously they were not in fault in asking for its 
continuance. But the political. question re- 
mains. Do the Democrats of New York be- 
lieve that it is right to impdse on iron 
sore the duty named, and are they will- 
ing to accept the consequences? The Demo- 
crats of New York and other States are under-

DUTY OF THE REPUBLICAN LE, LEADERS, 


Face the Unpleasant Facts Squarely and 
Deal with Them Promptly. 

St. Louis Globe-Democrat (Rep. ): The present 
condition of the Republican party is one that calls 
loudly for practical wisdom in the adjustment of 
issues and policies.

FOUR FIRES IN FOUR YEARS, 


A “2-11” on South Canal Street Does Con- 
; siderable. Damage. 
Fire was discovered in the rear of the third 
floor of the building at Nos. 63 and 65 South 
Canal street, owned by D. A. Richards of Riv- 
erside, A “2-11” alarm was turned in and 
after a half-hour’s battle the fire was extin- 
guished. The employés of the Standard Car- 
riage Lamp company, which company occu- 
pies the rear of the third floor, saw the flames 
pouring down the elevator shaft from the floor 
above. So rapid was the advance of the 


' fire that. they were compelled to drop their 


tools and flee for their lives. Mr. French, 
one of the firm, stated that the first intima- 
tion he had of the blaze was the cry of “‘ fire.”’ 
“He ran to the street, followed by his em- 
ployés. This firm was the only occupant of 
the floor immediately below. that on which the 
fire ormginated. The fire began on the top 
floor, the rear of which was recently occupied 
by the Economy Box company, which ‘firm 
vacated the premises last Tuesday. Some of 
the stock of the firm was left in the room, and 
it was here the fire is supposed to have 
originated. Several] floors were flooded 
with water, which caused the greatest damage 
to the stock, the fire being mainly confined to 
the buijding proper. The Sodium Phosphate 
Water Purifier company, and the Hently, 
Cranson & Hammon Grain Cleaning 
Machinery company, of which B. F. Rye 
is the Western manager; the D, E. Oxidized 
Metal company, Jd. H. Hodge, manager: 
and J. P. Weatherstone, @ silversmith, who 
occupied the second floor front, were the 
tenants and the loss on their stock is con- 
siderable. The Rice Machinery company, of 
which Mr. C, L. Rice is manager, bas $20,000 
worth of stock on the first and. second floors 
which is damaged to a considerable extent by 
water. It is stated that this is the fourth 
time within the last four years this building 
has caught fire, only last night a blaze being dis- 
covered amongsome rubbish in the alley at 
the rear of the building which was extinguished 
without the aid of the department. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery. Fifteen 
minutes before the flames were discovered 
three men were seen in the unoccupied rooms 
on the top floor and the tenants of the build- 
ing aré inclined to believe the fire was in- 
cendiary. The loss to the building is about 
$1,500 and is fully covered by insurance.

YERKES REPLIES TO ALLERTON, 


He Draws a Comparison Between the Two 
Cable Systems. 

The following letter has been received from 
Charles T. Yerkes, President of the North and 
West Side Street railway companies: 

Curcaeo, Dec. 30.—[{Editor of The Tribune. 1— 
My attention has been called to an open letter 
published in Tus Trirsune of Sunday last, over 
the name of Samuel W. Allerton, in which the 
North and West Side roads are mentioned, the 
writer of the article evidently intending to throw 
some discredit on these companies. This, I be- 
lieve, isthe second one purporting to emanate 


from the same gentloman, in which the properties 
named are criticised in an uncomplimentary man- 


ner, 

I am satisfied that Mr. Allerton did not write 
these communications, for reasons best known to 
himself. But, at the same time. as they are pub 
lished over his signature it is natural to suppose 
that they are authorized by him. ? 

It isnot my custom to rely to publications in 
regard to our companies, but when they seem to 
emenate from our sister company and to have 
been suggested by one of its directors it seems 
proper that some answer should be made. To an 
one acquainted with the affairs of the North an 
West Side roads these effusions must appear ridic- 
ulous. The gentleman evidently thinks that the 
South Side road is a perfect paragon of mechan- 
ical fitness and virtue in every way. There are 
no faultsin it whatever, while the North and 
West Side roads are full of all the iniquities that 
railroads can be of and are ina most 
horrible condition mechanically and otherwise. 

It is safe to say that Mr. Allerton, in ard to 
these two roads as in many other things, does not 
understand what he is talking about. I doubt 
very much if he was ever in any of our power- 
houses, or if he was would know anything of their 
construction, even after examining them. The 
fact is that the construction of the North and 
West Side roads is, in the opinion of engineers 
generally who have visited the two plants, as far 
ahead of that of the South Side as a an pal- 
ace-car is superior to the ordin passenger-car. 
The track and conduits of the South Side road 
are of a style now almost obsolete and would be 
totally unfit fonsuch severe work and complica- 
tions as is rendered necessary by the tunnel. 

Their yaults, particularly at the main station 
and Thirty-first street, are more like holes in the 
ground than vaults. It is only requisite for any 
of the stockholders of the companies to yisit the 
three plants to see the great superiority of the 
North and West Side roads. The conduits of the 
latter are as perfect as can be made—a condition 
so necessary in rough winter weather when the 
roads are taxed to utmost for facilities to ac- 
commodate their travel. There is no danger of 
these being frozen up, or of a steam boiler having 
to be moved from end to end of the street, inject- 

steam into them to melt the contents. The man- 
oles are large and roomy, able to accommodate 
three men in them at oné time, while on the South 
Side it is always at the risk of a man’s life that he 
is sent into a man-hole when the cars are running. 

The power stations need only to be looked at to 
see the great superiority of the North aud West 
Side roads, As for the cars on the cable track a 
comparison certainly result to the disad- 
vantage of the latter companies. The large com- 
bination cars would, without doubt, be very se- 
vere ob South Side construction, while the 
discomfort of the noise while ri in their cars 
is at timés almost unbearable.

SUIT AGAINST V. & A. MEYER, 


The Anyglo-California Bank Says It Is En- 
titled to $167,979. 

New Orneans, La., Dec. 31.—[Special.}— 
Today in the United States Circuit Court was 
filed the suit of the Anglo-California Bank 
(Limited) of Londonagainst V. & A. Meyer & 
Co., the cotton firm which recently assigned. 
The amount sued for is $167,979, which is a 
balance due for cash rémitted to the firm by 
the bank and for collections made by the 
Meyers for the bank, and for money re- 
ceived by them for the purpose of paying for 
sterling exchange on London to be purchased 
by the firm when so advised by the bank, 

The bank in its petitions complains that the 
Meyers collected funds due 1t even when they 
were in a condition of virtual if not actual 
financial failure, and without making their 
condition known to the bank, asin g faith 
they should have done; nor did the firm place 
their funds to theirspecial account, but merged 
them into a general account and used them in 
the regular course of their business. Judg- 
ment against the firm and its three members 
—Victor, Adolph, and Solomon Meyer—for 
the amount is asked, with 6 per cent interest 
from judicial demand.

There is a growing conviction that all this 
delay over the Election bill is mae ip toward 
an extra session of the Fifty-second Congress 

‘soon after March 4, It is believed that if the 
dsbate on the Election bill should continue 
two weeks longer an extra session would re- 
sult from the delay. It will be difficult to dis- 
pose ofthe apportionment and the appro- 
priations before March 4, not to men- 
tion the financial and other questions that 
are bound to be discussed, even if not finally 
acted on. Atone time the Democrats were 
afraid of an extra session, being doubtful of 
its consequences to them, but many of them 
think that if one should become necessary on 
account of the failure of this Congress to 
pass‘the A ppropriation bill it would be a good 
thing for the Democrats: The fact is the 
Democratic leaders appreciate that there 
are a number of new men in_ the 
next House whose acquaintance they will have 
to make and whose eccentricities they will 
have to study. This will take time, and if 
this meeting is postponed until the usual time 
of the assembling of Congress it will be late 
in the session before the various elements are 
brought into working harmony. It 1s under- 
stood, also, that theré are some Republicans 
who would like to see an extra session. 

A caucus of Republican {Senators will be 
held next Monday to agree on a program for 
the week, and to consider one or two proposed 
amendments tothe new rule now pending. 
The new rule, if agreed to in its present 
form, will cut off the vote on 
almost all amendments after the previous 
question has been ordered... Under it 
it will be possible to take only four votes on 
amendinents. A number of amendments 
have been prepared to be reported from the 
Election Committee, and in order to insure a 
vote on them an amendment to the rule prob- 
ably will be offered providing that after the 
previous question has been orde a vote 
may be taken on amendments reported from 
standing committees. 


SALE OF MINNEAPOLIS MILLS, 


Mr. Pillsbury Tells About the Deal with an 
English Syndicate. 
Wasuinetoxn, D. C., Dec. 31.—Senat. 
Chandler, Hale, and Power. and Representa- 
tive Owen were the only members of the 
Joint Congressional Committee on Immigra- 
tion present this morning when the investiga- 
tion into the purchase of American industries 
by foreign capital was begun, with Mr. C. A. 
Pillsbury, the Minneapolis miller, in the chair 

as witness. 

In response to questions by Senator Chandler 
with reference to the sale of the Pillsbury and 
Washburn mills and milling properties the 
witness said the conveyance was made to 
Carey & Whittredge of New York, repre- 


senting a London company. The prop- 
erty sold included the C. A. il 
bury & Co.! mills, with a nominal 


capacity of about 10,000 barrels a day, and the 
Washburn company’s mills, with a norninal 
capacity of about 3,000 barrels. The inills 
were at Minneapolis and Anoka, Minn. The 
total nominal capacity was nearly 14,000 bar- 
rels; the actual working capacity was about 
12,500 barrels a day, of the value of, about 
$50,000. In connection with these mills there 
were sold about 130 elevators belonging to the 
Minneapolis Elevator company, and lying 
along the line of the Great Northern railroad, 
the age sree Mill company and the St. 
Anthony ater-Power company, owning 
water-rights and stock in the small Atlantic’ 
Elevator company near the St. Mary’s River. 
The total consideration was about $8,000,000, 
and in this amount was included $1,750,000 cash 
left by the settlers in the business for a work- 
ing capital. Different terms were made 
with each of the parties interested 
in the concerns sold. The Pillsbury 
mills.and elevators brought about $4,200,000, 
of which the Pillsburys took $600,000 in stock 
and $500,000 debentures of the company 
formed by the syndicate. The balance was in 
cash. Lhe syndicate company issued $5,000,- 
000 in stock'and $8,000,000 in debentures, each 
share representing £10. Among the Ameri- 
can stockholders were Morton, Bliss & Co. 
Witness thought the on rt of the stock 
was owned in England. r. Pillsbury said 
that under the terins of sale he agreed to 
manage the properties for five years, though 
he supposed his services could be dispensed 
with earlier. 

Witness employed 700 or 800 men, and the 
pay-roll averaged $2.50 a day per man, which 
was increased to $3.11 by a voluntary distribu- 
tion of profits by the tirm. About one-half of 
the employés were native-born, and the other 
half foreign-born, including Irish, Scandina- 
vians, and Germans. He had no policy with 
respect to the nationality of his men, employ- 
ing the best that could be had. .

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 31.—The Superintend- 
ent of the Census Burean has submitted to the 
Secretary of the Interior a report of the opera- 
tions of the bureau forthe six months ended to- 
day.

He Says It Is Not a Year for Pigmy §mall- 
Fry Men—There Will Be @ Senatorial 
Caucus—Minnésota Farmers Pass Reso- 
lutions Indorsing the Single-Tax Sys- 
tem, the Sub-Treasury Scheme, and 
Numerous Other Reforms Which They 
Think Will Ease Their Burdens. 


“T favor the holding of a Senatorial caucus 
in Springfield and the nomination of a candi- 
date who wears socks and a hat of not less 
than seven and a half,” said Senator Milton 
W. Matthews of Champaign County yesterday. 
“T want a big man—one worthy af the pres- 
tige and honor attaching to such a nomina- 
tion. It is not the year for pigmy small-fry 
men. I admit Gen. Palmer’s greatness, 

I say frankly I want to see a great, big man 
nominated against him. 

“*There will be a Senatorial caucus called 
by the Republicans, just as there always has 
been ever since the party was founded in this 
State.. We will nominate the most available 
man we havé and give thé Democrats the best 
fight possible. Ido not believe the Republic- 
ans will tie themselves down to any one man. 
It would not be policy so to do, because we 
may want to change candidates. When that 
time arrives, if it ever does, we will call an- 
other caucus and make another nomination.” 

**Who is your favorite for the nomination,” 
was asked. 

““Thave none,” was the reply. “Tam for 
the man who can beat Gen. Palmer. If the 
Repuoplicans had a majority in the Legislature 
I would have a decided preference, but I have 
no candidate now. Iam with the party.” 

Senator Matthews is a prominent man in 
State politics, and he will probably be the 
President pro tem. of the Seuate. His utter- 
ances usually come from the shoulder and he 
knows what he is talking about, too. 

The sense of such Republicans of note as 
could be found around the hotel yesterday 
seemed to be in the lime indicaied by Senator 
Matthews.

DEMANDS OF THE FARMERS, 


Resolutions Adopted at the Minnesota Alli- 
ance Convention. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Dec. 31.—[Special. ]—The 

delegates to the Minnesota Farmers’ Alliance 

State Convention ‘were astir early this niorn- 


ing and the convention was called to order at. 
9:10. Business was begun by. the delivery of’ 


the annual address by ex-President Hall. He 
congratulated the Alliance on its recent 
growth. “Five hundred and eight alliances 
had been organized since last March, making 
a total of 1,254 organized, 1,100 of which are 
now in active operation. Mr. Hall.reviewed 
the binding-twine question at great length, 
and outlined what the Prison Board had done 
in relation to this matter. When he announced 
that the State of Minnesota, with its 38,000 
majority for protection, had seen fit to pur- 
chase of a foreign company a binding-twine 
plant at Stillwater there were severa! states- 
ak in protest, but Pres- 
ident Donnelly called order. 

Mr. Hall recommended that the convention 
request that a bill be introduced in the Legis- 
lature providing for the establishment of a 


‘ binding-twine plant of American make at the 


St. Cloud reformatory. The ex-President ad- 
vocated the establishment of State grain ele- 


| vators and stated that documents would be 
produced before the Legislature showing how 


the farmers had been plundered by the cor- 
porations, and also showing that State grain 
inspection is a fraud and a political intrigue. 
Allusion was made to a proposition by a ma- 
chine company of the State-offefing to form a 
big elevator company, whereby the Alliance 
shall take ‘000 in stock and the company 
$45,000. Mr. Hall recommended that a com- 
mittee pe appointed to investigate this prop- 
osition. 

Treasurer Bjorges’ report showed the Alli- 
ance to be in debt about $1,000. Mr. Rich- 
mond of Washington County offered a resolu- 
tion, which was adopted, for the appointment 
of a committee of eleven to inquire into the 
State binding-twine plant at Stillwater and 
report to the Executive Committee. Mr. 
Camp of Stevens County made a speech ad- 
vocating the passage of a bill to provide relief 
for needy farmers who have suffered ‘loss of 
crops by hail, and offered a resolution looking 
tothisend. — 

Among the resolutions adopted were the 
following: Demanding free coinage of silver 
and the retiring of National bank currency; 
favoring the passing of a law reducing the rate 
of interest on contract to 8 per cent and on 
running accounts to 6 per cent; also making 
the taking of a bonus illegal; appointing a 
committee on purchasing binding twine 
for the use of the farmers of the 
State; demanding the forfeiture of all 
unearned railroad land grants; requesting the 
removal of the State Capital to Kandiyohi 
County, as provided by the statute, and that a 
committee of five be appointed to draft a bill 
looking to such removal and have the same 

resented to the approachi session of the 

gislature; providing for — reduction of 

salaries of all public officials; requiring 
railroads to provide ample shipping facilities 
to the farmers at all stations; a single land 
tax, instead of taxing all kinds of other prop- 
erties; favoring the payment of high license 
to counties instead of to the cities and towns; 
indorsing the subtreasury scheme; favori 
the makimg of the general election-day a leg 
holiday; demanding the taxation of notes, 
bonds, and mortgages, and making it the duty 
of the assessor to assess them; demanding for 
the Alliance representation on the railroad 
commission; requiring railroad companies to 
furnish the names of all stockholders and file 
the same with the Secretary of State. 

Frank Valesh, Chairman of the Committee 
on the Federation of Labor, presented the 
resolutions, demandi the abolition of all 
laws that favor capital instead of labor; a just 
lien law ; a factory inspection bill; a new con- 
vict law; the general adoption of the Austra- 
lian system ; an employers’ liability bill; eight 
hours as a day’s work; and protesting against 
the organization of a State yt Ee bu- 
reau; against the militia being called out to

prove insufficient to check the greed of a 
grasping monopoly, 

The railroads have done much better than 
might be inferred from the reports of rate- 
cutting squabbles and scalping methoas of 
handling passenger transportation, which have 
indicated a bad state of demoralization among 
the managers much of the time. The reports 
of earnings published from time to time show 
a good business on the whole, but it cannot be 
denied that freight prospects point to a de- 
creased carrying business between this and 
next harvest time, which will tend to even 
worse cutting as a result of the greater com- 
petition for smaller patronage unless that be 
checked by the five years’ agreement for a dis- 
ae that can be performed so as to elimi- 
nate disastrous competition. 

The following columns contain a summary 
of the business of the city for 1890 on the 
same plan as that adopted by Tur Trraunz at 
the close of each of many years past. The 
totals do not include speculative transactions 
in produce, except those sales which have 
been followed by actual delivery of the prop- 
erty once oh its way between the producer 
and the consumer. Of course those values 
have been affected by speculative ups and 
downs in the markets, but that does not 
alter the fact that the business is counted on 
a strictly cash basis. The estimates do not 
take account of the value of buildings, except 
as the preparation of materials for their con- 
struction has swelled the totals in the list or 
manufactures. As they also omit the trans- 
fers of real estate, which were unusually 
numerous during the last twelve months and 
at generally much higher prices, owing to the 
excitement of the market by the prospects for 
the World’s Fair, the total forms a smaller 
proportion of the bank clearings than in 
former years. Thatthe total is not unduly 
inflated is evident from the fact that the state-

industrial and commercial activity that had 
marked the whole year culminated in October 
in the greatest month’s business in many lines 
that the country has ever known. Money 
w more difficult to get. Borrowers no 
onger haggled over rates. Rates still kept at 
6@7 per cent, but it was only the favored cus- 
tomers who got accommodations at the lower 
figure. By November an all-around 7 per 
cent rate was pretty firmly established, and 
ne rate was held steadily to the close of the 
ear. 

During the last year New York exchanie 
has sold between Chicago banks as low as $1 
discount and as high as 75 cents premium per 
$1,000, these figures being the two extremes. 
Exchange has, on the whole, averaged a dis- 
count, owing to the hvely demand for money 
which has existed here, and to the stringency 
in the Eastern market as well, which condi- 
tions have indgiced our bankers to sell their 
Eastern exchange, no matter what the dis- 
count, in order to keep their money at home. 
An active demand for money here almost in- 
variably sees Eastern exchange at a large 
discount, but with interest rates low and busi- 
negs dull you will generally find exchange 
quoted at a a premium.

Among 
the most notable features of the year in finan- 
cial operations has been the ee of the idea 
of oy sa imdustries and the development 
of plans for the coéperation in such industries 
of foreign and American capital. Such coédp- 
eration of — reached a point of great 
magnitude, Chicago Brewing and 
ing company was the first venture in that 
direction. Several breweries and malt 
houses were ‘consolidated, and British and 
American investors made ready subscrip- 
tions to the stock. The stock of 
the Chic Packing and Provision Com Daay 
was next floated, @md the public subscri 
for it many times over. Ther. the Union Stock- 
Yards..was reorganized and its $23,000,000 of 
capital was offered to English and American 
investors, but the public subscription was a 
failure, and the underwriters were forced to 
take most of the securities. Another brewery 
combination was made, but the condition 
of the money market was such that the stock 
has not yet been offered for public subscrip- 
tion.

The markets for produce were more active, 
and prices averaged well as compared with 
those of 1889, though the quotations of the 
first three months were exceedingly low, not a 
few of them being down to the minimum 
figures known in this market for more than a 
quarter of a century. The movement in 
wheat was nearly 30 per cent less, but that in 
other cereals and flaxseed exhibited a large 
increase, while the record in live stock and 
provisions far exceeded expectation. Our re- 
ceipts of hay, wool, and butter show a great 
falling off, while those in coal and lamber 
were slightly larger, though the latter 
is now partly shut out by a widen- 
ing use of iron (for structural 
purposes, and a general substitution 
of brick and stone for wood within the limits 
of the fire district. The gain in other cereals 
than wheat was on the r crops of 1889, 
and the loss on wheat was in B na caused by 
the fact that the yield in the Northwest is eac 
year more and more absorbed by the millers 
of that section, while the Lake Superior route 
is actively pushed as a direct one to Europe. 
Our hog packing has enlarged nearly 40 per 
cent, partly because of the superior facilities 
presented here for marketing the product, but 
chiefly, for -the reasons that last win-

it by local slaughtéring. Our stocks of wheat 
were well kept down the first half of the year 
by a vigorous shipping demand, which was 
fully equal to the enlargement of supply due 
to the fact of higher prices paid here, 
terly they have been low because of lighter re- 
ceipts from a diminished crop. Our shipments 
of.corn to Europe have kept up in a steady 
stream all through, and the export business in 
oats has taken on a new | of life since the 
discovery that the cli#ping away of the feather 
end permitted the stowing of a much greater 
weight in a given amount of room on board 
ship. Altogéther the city has well held its own 
as a shipping center for produce, though the 
Northwestern route has been an active com- 
petitor.and has drawn no small quantities of 
grain from due west of us to be shipped east 
around the northern end of Lake Michigan. 

The great feature of the year in produce 
circles was the utter routing of thé bucket- 
shop business by the Chicago Board of Trade. 
Tired of, atedious struggle in the courts, 
where the rights of the people as inst a 
monopoly were construed to mean the 
bucket-shop proprietors were entitled to ob- 
tain the earliest and fullest continuous infor- 
mation as to the course af prices,the board 
resolved to abolish the gathering of official 
quotations, and the step was taken nine 
months ago. The parasites.which had so long 
thriven on its news were at once . placed at 
great disadvantage, and r former custom- 
ers found it out before long. The outside 
betting, being thus reduced toa minimum, 
the result was almost immediately witnessed 
in the shape of a revival of besiness to which 
members of the board had Jong been strang- 
ers, though it may be cofifessed that the 
larger firms réaped the lion’s share of the new 
business which poured in upon the discovery 
that the bucket-shop bear influence was out of 
the markets. The latter gave the first impetus 
to a higher range of prices by. sendingin or- 
ders to cover their big lines of shorts, which 
they felt they could not watch as closely as 
bef Then mrch of patronage they 
had previously enjoyed on ” 
was found to be mostly of the bull kind, as 
had often been asserted only to be denied.

MANUFACTURES, 


The industrial resources and energies of 
Chicago were largely augmented during the 
last twelve months. Many of the old plants 
were enlarged and several new ones started 
up, the result being an unusual increase in 
the number of workers employed and in the 
annual output. The record of production 
shows a gain of something like double that of 
1889 over 1888, though the statement of twelve 
months ago was a phenomenal one. Thé gain 


since then is p due to the stimulus given 
ne or the t World’s Fair, 
which is especially observable in the building 


line, but even that increase is in part traceable 
to the extension of the city limits. A greater 
abundance of live stock has formed the 
leader among several features that have 
caused an enormous increase in the product 
of meat packing. The rest may be ascribed to 
a growing recognition of the fitness of Chicago 
as a manufacturing center, and which finds an 
mesg ny , «ary opportunity for development 
in the Calumet region, where cheap land, good 
trans ation facilhties, and a pipe supply of 
petroleum combine to attract a concentration 
of capital and labor. The extension of area 
and activity has not been interrupted by labor 
troubles, nor was it seriously hampered by the 
stringency which speculators found in the 
money market during the last few months. 
The following table contains a summary of 
the operations of manufacturers in and around 
the city during the last twelve rontha, but 
with no claim to complete statistical accuracy 
of statement. In the majority of cases the 
figures "eater are estimates based on informa- 
tion gathered from the representative men in 
the leading lines, but in some they are the 
totals of statistics furnished by the several 
concerns, In each instance the aim has been 
not’ to exaggerate but to base the figures, 
where the full facts could not be obtained,

Meat Packing. 

The business of packing shows an unusual- 
ly large increase in the number of animals 
handled and nearly a corresponding gain in 
the value of the product. The supply of ma- 
terial was sufficiently large to keep the mar- 
ket well fed all through, for which reasou 
pees were low, but they had been down to 

-rock figures in 1889, and the last twelve 
months witnessed some improvement in that 
respect, particularly the last six. The latter 
weakness was chiefly ——e to the r quali- 
ty of many of the animals, the hog, being 
rushed to market without fattening because 
many feeders were short of corn and did not 
see their way clear to a profit by purchasing 
it to turn into hog flesh. city 
demand for cattle was improved «by a 
dying out of the agitation in many 
places against ne dressed beef.
